The Pierce-Arrow Motor 
Car Company, announces a 
new line of three standard 
groups of straight eights in 
four wheel-base lengths and 
twenty-four conventional 
body types.

Features of the new line include, 
free-wheeling, increased dimensions, 
improved performance, new appear- 
ance of lowness accentuated by a 
new radiator of greater vertical 
depth, increased door widths, better 
riding qualities, new bodies and 
body colors.

ODAY at Grand Central Palace in New York the thirty-| 
first national automobile show opens its doors to the, 
public. To say that there is more than the usual interest in| 
this year’s exhibition is putting it mildly. Wherever econo-| 
mists, statisticians and students of business gather the New| 
York automobile show will be the prime subject of interest. | 
How many expert ears will be laid to the ground as the ex- 
hibition opens we hesitate to say. 

After a troublesome year we come once more to the event | 
which always is looked upon as the beginning of a new auto-| 
motive cycle. For many years events in the automotive) 
industry have come to be accepted as an omen of -what will | 
occur in general business. If the present show in New York 
indicates that the public retains all its former interest in the 
new products of our industry, that it is willing again to buy 
with its accustomed generosity, all business will take heart. 
The 1931 automobile shows may mark the beginning of the 
long climb back to normal prosperity. 

Looking back over the automotive year of 1930, our 
industry has cause for considerable satisfaction. No one will 
deny that it has been a difficult period, alike for manufac- 
turers, sales organizations and aven for the ubiquitous 
service division. Production has fallen off approximately 
2,000,000 vehicle units from the high water mark established 
in 1929. Dealers began the year with, in many cases, seri- 
ously swollen inventories and they had a badly depleted 
market on which to launch these hold-overs. The buying 
power of the country had been reduced to a serious extent not 
only by domestic but by international conditions. With a 
new tariff law hanging over it, the export industry began the 
year with the blackest prospects it ever has had. 

In spite of conditions that were distinctly unfaverabie 
the automotive industry bent to its task in an orderly and 
methodical manner. Manufacturers cut production to follow 
the trend of actual public demand. Dealers were not forced 
to accept vehicles in excess of their reasonable ability to dis- 
pose of them. The dealer organization showed its metal by 
going aggressively after whatever business was available and 
what was even more important, it began to handle its used 
car problem on a more effective basis than ever before. 

As the year developed it became evident that the manu- 
facturers were holding production even below the actual level 
of demand. For most of the last half of the year total pro- 
duction was below actual sales here and abroad. This could 
mean nothing but a reduction of dealer stocks. By the end 
of the year vehicle wnits in the retail merchants’ hands had 
fallen to a new low level. There will be no carrying over of 
1930 models into the 1931 sales year. 

In the export field, from a beginning that looked like 
disaster, the business developed better than any one could 
have hoped. It will be forty-odd per cent. off for the year, 
but it is evident now that this branch of sales activity is going 
to revive in spite of tariff bars, revolutions and depressions 
abroad. 

There is no question that the conditions which have pre- 
vailed during 1930 have brought about an understanding 
between manufacturers and their dealers which will have 
results in the future. Manufacturers have given deep and 
friendly study to dealer problems. 
of overloading retail merchants. 


Economists are pretty well agreed that we shall see the) 


beginning of revival some time during 1931. Some of them 
believe this will come in the spring, others look to summer 
and still others believe that fall will see resumption along 
normal lines. The backbone of the more hopeful outlook for 
business in 1931 lies in the reduction of stoeks in almost 
every line of merchandising. 

It may happen that once swollen savings bank accounts 
and the inherent buying power of the country are released, 
recovery may be quicker than we hope. The general reduc- 
tion of inventories lends color to this hope. On this note of 
cptimism we may rest. j

revolutions per minute, although the 
compression ratio has been increased 








to 5.4 to 1. 
The crank shaft has been in- 
creased in weight. This unit is 


statically and dynamically balanced 
and is fitted with an impulse neu- 
tralizer. It is supported on five 
main bearings. The rear axle gear 
ftatio is now 46 to 1, which is a 
change from the 4.9 to 1 used last 
year. 

Bodies on the eight chassis have 
been revised and are of the uni- 
steel type. Interiors have been re- 
Gesigned and a great deal of use 
has been made of the new French 
plaited upholstery. An extensive 
use of rust-proofing methods has 
been made throughout the car. The 
eight-cylinder chassis carries the 
following body style: Sedan, de luxe 
sedan, standard coupe, rumble seat 
coupe, convertible coupe and road- 
ster. 

The engine of the De Soto six 
also has been increased in power 
curve. The bore and stroke are now 
3% by 474, an increase of an eighth 
of an inch in the bore. The piston 
displacement is now 205.3 inches, 
and the brake horse power de- 
veloped is sixty-seven at 3,400. The 
compression ratio has been raised to 
5.2 to 1. The carburetor has been 
altered to give more speed and 
power. Pistons are slightly longer 
and are provided with four rings. 
Rubber engine mountings are used 
at all four points of support, Full- 
pressure lubrication is used on all 
crank shaft, cam shaft and con- 
necting rod bearings.

In the design of the new Mar- | 
mon 16 a modern touch has been 
introduced without radically depart- | 
ing from  conventionality. The | 
radiator is of new design of V shape | 
protected by a radiator grille. The 
angular tilt from top to bottom ap- 
proximates the inclination of the 
windshield. 


The same beveled design found in 
the radiator design is carried out | 
in the deep oval headlamps mount- 
ed in brackets in the fenders. 

The bore and stroke of the six- 
teen-cylinder engine are 34-inch 
by 4 inches, respectively, which 
gives a cubic displacement of 490.8 
cubic inches, The S. A. E. rating 
is 62.5 horse power and the maxi- 
mum developed horse power is 200 
at 3,400 r.p.m. The compression ratio 
is 6 to 1. 

The angular displacement between 
the aluminum alloy cylinder blocks 
is 45 degrees. The crank case, cylin- 
der heads and covers, pistons, oil 
pan, chain housing cover, front mo- 
tor support, fly wheel housing, in- 
take manifold and water pump 
housing are other components of 
the engine which are fabricated of 
aluminum alloy. 

Case hardened steel sleeves form 
the cylinders. They. are sealed at 
the upper end by the cylinder head 
gasket and by two special rubber 
rings recessed in a groove and under 
pressure when the sleeves are in- 
stalled. The rubber rings are vul- 
eanized during the initial running- 
in period and make the lower seal 
permanent. ‘ 

The cooling water surrounds the 
cylinder for the entire length of 
piston travel. 

Aluminum alloy, trunk type, 
slotted pistons with two compression 
rings and one oil ring installed 
above the piston have been adopted. 
Floatinp type piston pins, %-inch 
diameter, are held in place by lock 
rings in the piston and are carried 
in the lubricated bronze bushing in 
the connecting rod. 

Forked type connecting rods are 
used for the left bank of cylinders 
while the ring bank rods are of the 
blade type mounted between the 
forks. The crankshaft bearings for 
the rods are 2%, inches diameter, 
by 143 inches long. 

Lubrication of the blade rods is 
by means of oil holes in the bear- 
ing shell connected with the pres- 
Sure oiling system. 

The crank shaft is balanced and 
mounted jin five  babbitt-lined, 
bronze-backed bearings having a 
combined length of nearly 10 
inches, End thrust is taken on the 
center main bearing. 

Aluminum bronze valve seats are 





inset in the aluminum cylinder 
head. Combustion chambers are 
completely machined and water- 


jacketed. The overhead valves are 
operated by push rods, through 
rocker arms, from a single cam shaft 
installed between the cylinder blocks 
and driven by a triple roller chain 
from the crank shaft.

Full pressure lubrication is pro- 
vided by a gear type oil pump lo- 
cated at the forward end of the 
crank case oil base which is driven 
by a roller chain from the crank 
shaft. Main bearings are lubricated | 
through separate oil lines which pro- 
vide lubrication to adjacent connect- | 
ing rod bearings through drilled oil 
leads in the crank shaft. A single 
cam shaft operates the valves. 
cam shaft bearings are lubricated 
by pressure from the corresponding 
main bearings. 

Rocker arms are lubricated through 
the tubular rocker arm shaft and the 
valves themselres through holes 
drilled in the rocker arms. 

The cooling system comprises a 
cellular radiator, equipped with au- 
tomatic shutters, a double van im- 
peller water pump, one impeller for 
each bank, driven from the generator 
shaft by a flexible coupling. The 
capacity of the system is eight gal- 
lons. 

The engine is mounted at four 
points on rubber. A vibration damper 
of Marmon design is mounted on the 
forward end of the crank shaft. 

The generator is driven by the 
triple roller chain which drives the 
cam shaft and water pump. The 
chain is adjustable at the generator. 
The starting motor has a mechanical 
engagement with automatic electric 
contact for starting. The distribu- 
tor, mounted between the cylinder 
banks at the forward end, is driven 
from the cam shaft. Each block is 
served by a separate coil. 

Oil and gasoline filters and an air 
cleaner are provided. 

A twin plate clutch, with 10-inch 
plates, is used. The driven plates are 
mounted on the hub by laminated 
springs which serve to cushion the 
drive as a vibration damper. Cool- 
ing fins integral with the center 
driving plate are provided to cool 
the friction surfaces between the 
plates, The clutch driving area is 
189 square inches. The transmission 
is a three-speed type with silent 
second: and third speed. The pro- 
peller shaft is tubular. 

The banjo type rear axle houses 
a hypoid differential gear with a 
3.069 to 1 gear and pinion ratio. 
Two tapered roller bearings per 
wheel are provided at the ends of 
the axle housing. Drive is through 
the springs, but incorporates a de- 
vice for controlling drive and brak- 
ing torque. 

The front axle is the reverse El- 
liott type 2%2 inches deep and 1% 
inches wide. Knuckle bearings are 
bronze and steel, completely en- 
closed. The knuckles are molybde- 
num steel. 

Heavy, deep channel section side 
members are provided. The maxi- 
mum channel depth at the center 
inches with a 
3-inch top flange and a 3'4-inch 
bottom flange. The center portion 
of the frame is further strengthened 
by a welded angular channel sec- 
tion. Seven rigid cross members, ex- 
clusive of the two engine supports, | 
are designed to resist deflection and 
torsion.

rear are used. They are mounted in 
rubber and the rear end of the left 
front spring incorporates a modu- 
lating device to eliminate tramp or 
shimmy. Shock absorbers are pro- 
vided, 

Bendix duo-servo, self-energizing 
four-wheel brakes with unusually 
large braking areas are used. Both 
the foot pedal and hand brake lever 
operate on all four wheels and the 
braking effort is equally divided, 
front and rear. Cam and lever 
steering is used. 

The accelerator is a treadle type. 
A pedal type starter button is lo- 
cated on the toe board to the right 
of the accelerator. The lighting 
switch and horn button are on the 
center of the steering column. Man- 
ifold heat, hand throttle, carbure- 
tor choke and spark controls are on 
the instrument board. 

Eight body styles will constitute 
the initial line. These will be sup- 
plemented, later, by additional cus- 
tom types. Non-shatterable plate 
glass is used throughout.. 

The general thought in the de- 
sign of the bodies was to reduce 
wind resistance and to present clean 
lines unbroken by superfluous pro- 
trusions, The effect of the low door 
sides and short dust shields is that 
of a unified body and chassis. The 
construction of the front, sides and 
rear 
springs, frame, axles, shock absorb- 
ers and other mechanical details. 

Characteristic of the interiors, 
luxuriousness is reflected in the 
excellence of fittings and appoint- 
ments.

mounting in the front and.a double- 
drop frame combine to give the 
highest model a standing of just 
sixty-eight inches. The manufac- 


turers call attention to the fact that; All 


this has been done without sacri- 
fice of headroom or general comfort. 
Another innoyation on this line is 
found jn-the wheels, which have a 
diameter of-seventeen inches. 

Particular attention is called to 
the frame construction, where the 
conventional type of bracing is en- 
tirely eliminated in the center. In- 
stead of the uSual cross members, 
there is an X-member with a spread 
of seventy-five inches. The front 
member is pan-shaped and is de- 
signed to act as a non-shimmy 
mounting for the radiator. Two 
cross members are used in the rear, 
over the gas tank, and two fore and 
aft members tie these together. The 
Side rails are eight inches deep 
with three-inch flanges. 

Four-point engine suspension 1s 
used with the rear supports in rub- 
ber to prevent slight vibrations be- 
ing transferred to the chassis 
frame. 

The visitor will be struck by the 
width of the rear seat in these new 
Auburn models. These seats are 
designed to hold three persons with 
all comfort. This has been made 
possible by increasing the tread of 
the rear wheels to sixty-one inches, 
as against the traditional fifty- 
eight. 

The rear axle is a semi-floating 
Columbia job, with a larger ring 
gear and axle shaft to take care of 
the added power of the engine. 

The brakes are steeldraulic, self- 
energizing, with a positive release. 
The drums used are thirteen inches 
in diameter to give a generous 
braking surface. The emergency 
brakes operates on all four wheels 
through the same internal expand- 
ing shoe. Four two-way Lovejoy 
shock absorbers are fitted to add to 
the riding comfort. 

The Bijur automatic chassis lu- 
brication system supplies fifteen 
points, twelve on the ring shackles, 
two on the front axle king pins and 
one on the clutch throw-out bear- 
ing. This system, of course, oper- 
ated automatically through the 
vacuum in the intake manifold. The 
oil container is of glass, and is 
mounted on the right side of the 
engine. 

The Auburn’ engineers have 
palpably made quietness a major 
‘objective. Asbestos insulation cov- 
ers the exhaust pipe from manifold 
to a point under the engine pan, 
This protects the carburetor from 
heat and tends to muffle any 
metallic “pinging.” The muffler is 
insulated with a half inch sheet of 
asbestos, which is in turn encased 
in a metal cover. Where metal 
brackets would come in contact with 
the chassis frame, insulation ma- 
terial is used to prevent contact. 
Cam and lever type steering is used, 
with the cam mounted on a roller 
bearing to add to ease of operation. 
The steering wheel is adjustable to 
three positions. This steering wheel 
is 17 inches in diameter, the rim is 
of small section, the whole being 
cast of hard rubber composition 
and reinforced with a stamped steel 
insert. The three spoke type is de- 
signed to add to visibility. 

Running boards are of steel, cov- 
ered with vulcanized rubber. 

Front fenders are long and sweep- 
ing, measuring 76 inches in length. 
They are of heavy one-piece pressed 
Steel. Rear fenders have an un- 
usually long skirt which extends 
over the gas tank and rear deck. 
Five body types have been an- 
nounced in the 8-98 line as follows: 
A 5-passenger four-door sedan; a 
two-door five passenger brougham; 
a cabriolet with rumble seat; a five 
passenger convertible phaeton sedan, 
and a business man’s coupe. 

The radiator design is an inter- 
esting development. While it gives 
the appearance of a “V” type, it is 
actually a straight front type. The 
Shell is finished to match the body 
color, with a die-cast chrome plated 
zinc molding. A skirt of similar de- 
Sign carries out the lines of the 
radiator and extends down past the 
bumper. Standard models are 
equipped with dummy radiator 


shutters and de luxe models with 
automatic shutters. 

There are a number of interest- 
ing details of body construction. 
doors are made with steel 
frames, reinforced by double steel 
channels forming a box constfuc- 
tion. The entire front of the body 
ts all steel, electrically welded ‘into 
a single unit. The steel cowl dash 
is ribbed for additional strength, 
and an additional use is made of 
these ribs by concealing the wiring 
harness in them. Front corner 
posts are of stgel, by their narrow- 
ness. providing exceptional visi- 
bility. 

On the closed models the wind- 
shield opens out from the bottom 
with mono control and on the con- 
vertible models the entire wind- 
shield folds forward, On the closed 
models the front of the door slants 
backward to conform with | the 
windshield. 

Front seats on all models, ex- 
cepting the phaeton sedan, are ad- 
justable. The driver’s seat, as well 
as the passenger’s on the brougham 
is adjustable independently and both 
seats fold forward. A feature of this 
particular model is the 42-inch door. 
This wide door is designed to afford 
exceptionally easy entrance and exit 
to both the front and rear seats. 

Cushions are deep and soft, with 
springs covered with heavy padding. 
Arm rests are provided on all rear 
seats and de luxe models have 
toggle grips, torchiers, dome lights, 
robe rails and vanities. Additional 
space is gained through the use of 
recessed floors in the rear and cut- 
away pans under the rear seat. 

The steering wheel is adjustable 
to three positions and brake .and 
clutch pedals are set wide with 
ample clearance to the left of- the 
clutch pedal. The instrument penel 
is of chrome basket weave design of 
the inset type and contains all: the 
control and operation instruments 
with the exception of the horn, 
which is on the wheel. Controls in- 
eluded ‘on the panel are: Starter 
button, choke, lights, manifold heat 
control, spark, throttle and electro- 
ignition lock. These are all of the 
button type. The instruments are 
of the aviation type, white figures 
on black background with large in- 
dictator hands and crowned ‘Jens 
type glass over the dials; speed- 
ometer, ammeter, oil pressure gauge, 
engine heat indicator and King- 
Seeley hydrostatic gas and oil level 
indicators. Rear view mirror, wind- 
Shield wiper and sun visor are 
Standard on all closed models. 
Dimmer lights are foot operated. 

In all models, the doors, body 
panels, floor boards, rear seat pan 
and the inside of the cowl are in- 
sulated with a heavy coating of a 
semi-plastic compound sprayed on 
the panels. The insulation of the 
dash is made up of three layers, one 
of fireproof asbestos, another of 
wool felt and a third of composition 
board. Anti-squeak pads are used 
wherever metal points would touch 
and the body is mounted on special 
rubber pads. Front floor mat is in- 
sulated with 44-inch wool felt. 

Special attention, too, is called to 
the locks used on all models. Han- 
dles are five inches long to give 
good leverage. Door dovetails have 
been made wide and sturdy to pre- 
vent rattle and vibration. Interior 
hardware is of Butler silver finish. 

Upholstery materials are of whip- 
cord, broadcloth, mohair or leather, 
according to model. In the sedan 
models diamond tufted plaits are 
used, while in the brougham’ the 
diamond squab design has been em- 
ployed. 

Roofs and quarters in the closed 
models are covered with a double 
texture sunfast Wexford material. 

Through the use of an elongated 
channel on the doors of the con- 
vertible models, and the use of side 
rollers, window rattle, it is claimed, 
has been positively overcome. The 
extra channel gives a bracing of 
more than twenty inches to the 
window glass and the rollers hold 
it firmly in place. In addition, the 
center pillars are adjustable in or- 
der to keep an even space between 
window edges. 

A wide variety of color combina- 
tions is offered in these new models, 
Two and even three tone combina- 
tions being available,

Two methods of producing quiet- 
ness are found in the chassis and 
body insulation. The axle insulators 
consist of rubber pads placed be- 
tween the rear axles and springs to 
absorb road noises transmitted from 
axle to bodies through the springs. 

The body insulation virtually lines 
the Oldsmobile closed bodies where 
they are not covered with uphol- 
stery. The partition between en- 
gine and front compartment is cov- 
ered with a lining one-half inch 
thick and made of heavy felt with 
imitation leather face. The foot 
board and floor of the front com- 
partment are covered with heavy 
rubber flooring lined with similar 
felt.

Holly Motors Corporation, labora- 
a here, by Alfred Schwarz, the 
inventor, and Lieut. Paul Klotsche, 
chief engineer of Holly Motors, for- 
mally of the Richthofen “Circus.” 
A group of automotive engineers 
and prominent figures in aviation 
circles witnessed the demostration. 
A Ford engine was used for the test. 
By this method Schwarz claims that 
the horse power of an ordinary en- 
gine can be greatly: increased, the 
increase being more pronounced at 
low throttle settings. 

During the test considerably 
more horse power was developed 
with the engine operating on the 
air injection principle than when 
the same engine was run on the 
‘regular four-stroke cycle, it is re- 
ported, and it is also stated that 
exceptionally high fuel economy was 
realized. 

The method used constitutes a 
new engine cycle, the inventor
